CFUV’s decision to bring Ladysmith 
Black Mambazo to Victoria was not an 
easy one. At first glance, a $10,000 
price tag for an evening seemed a bit 
much. We aren’t in the business of con- 
cert promotion except insofar as it raises 
CFUV’s profile, serves as a fundraising 
tool, and brings music to town that other- 
wise wouldn't make it. 

Even before tickets went on sale, we 
discovered that Ladysmith Black Mam- 
bazo had caught the interest of the com- 
munity. There was the south African con- 
nection, an appeal to the Reggae/African 
music crowd, and the enormous in- 
fluence of Paul Simon and his Graceland 
album. We probably could have sold out 
two shows. Among the results is a fun-

draiser of between $3000 and $4000 
for CFUV, money that makes our upcom- 
ing move to 2290 Watts infinitely more 
manageable than it would otherwise be. 


* * * * * 


There’s a certain simplicity to working 
in the private sector. Although more pro- 
gressive entrepreneurs often shoot for 
additional goals, the main focus tends to 
be on staying in business and making 
money. 

The non-profit sector isn’t as 
straightforward. CFUV is owned by the 
University of Victoria Student Radio 
Society, a registered society establish- 
ed in 1983 to get the station off the 
ground. 

The Constitution of the Society sets out 
nine ‘‘purposes” that include holding a 
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broadcast license, allowing student 
operation of the station, provision of “‘in- 
novative and alternative” programming, 
training for students, opportunity for par- 
ticipation by other post-secondary institu- 
tion and community groups, and promo- 
tion of Canadian artists. 

As with most sets of goals, interpreta- 


tion is up to the reader. Problems can . 


result if one goal is pursued at the ex- 
pense of others. Here at CFUV, we have 
managed to pursue all our goals without 
serious contradiction or conflict between 
them. 

While the station makes an explicit ef- 
fort to appeal to the whole community, we 
have not forsaken student involvement. 
UVic students operate CFUV. Among the 
students working at the station are our 
Program Director, Music Director, Train- 
ing Co-ordinator, Program Assessment 
Co-ordinator, Traffic Manager, Program 
Guide Editor, and most other people in 
positions of responsibility. 

We have provided both students and 
outside community with alternative pro- 
gramming. We have welcomed communi- 
ty groups and individuals wanting to get 
involved. We have never turned people 
away from CFUV, and we never should. 
There is no need to choose between 
students and the community. That's why 
we call ourselves a “campus/community” 
radio station, and that’s one reason why 
Uvic students supported the station so 
enthusiastically in a funding referendum 
held last March. 


* * * * * 


December 17 is CFUV’s third birthday, 
although it seems to me like we’ve been 
around a whole lot longer. For the first 
time, we will be marking the occasion with 
a party — a kind of combination birthday- 
Christmas affair. It’s happening Thursday, 
December 17 in the Upper Lounge of 
UVic’s Student Union Building, and 
everyone is welcome.

Free Trade 
Hurts Music 


Dear Offbeat, 

| hear many people treating the free 
trade issue with indifference and | think 
Offbeat’s readers should be aware that 
Americanizing Canada will have a very 
negative effect on Canada’s recording in- 
dustry (not to mention everything else). 
In 1985 Canadians spent twice as much 
money buying records and tapes as they 
did going to the movies — to the tune of 
$600 million. 95 per cent of these recor- 
dings were pressed in Canada due to a 
tariff placed on import records. If free 
trade goes through, this tariff will be phas- 
ed out. Besides losing most of this $600 
million (why should big companies press 
records in Canada if there is no tariff), 
Canadian performers will probably be 
neglected; the less presence major labels 
have in this country, the less support they 
will give Canadian performers. 

In the words of Brian Robertson, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Recording Industry 
Association, ‘“‘We have in Canada an im- 
portant, self-contained manufacturing in- 
dustry. We also, through this industry, 
have a sizeable investment in Canadian 
performers. Now, it is endangered.” 
(quoted in The Vancouver Sun, Oct. 9, 
1987, p. AQ) 

How long would it be before the 
Americans viewed the Canadian Content 
regulations of the CRTC, which require 
many stations to play 25 per cent Cana- 
dian material, as being some form of sub- 
sidy and demanded it be rescinded? You 
could wave goodbye to Canadian radio 
support for our own artists.

uring the last year, Ladysmith 
D Black Mambazo has rocketed 
to international prominence 
through their contribution to the 
Grammy Award winning Graceland 
and the subsequent tour; television 
appearances on Saturday Night Live, 
The Tonight Show, and the Grammy 
Awards; and a Showtime broadcast 
of the Graceland. tour at Rufaro 
Stadium in Harare, Zimbabwe. But 
this international acclaim, especially 
in North America, comes to a musical 
group that has been performing 
together for over twenty years under 
the guidance of lead singer/song- 
writer/arranger Joseph Shabalala. 
During that period, Black Mambazo 
has recorded over twenty alkums 
(see the accompanying Discography) 
which have sold millions of copies in 
South Africa. More importantly, Lady- 
smith Black Mambazo represents the 
latest development in a long tradition 
of Zulu choral music in South Africa. 
Currently known as mbube or 
isicathamiya, the Zulu choral tradition 
is thriving and popular among migrant 
workers in the industrial centres of 
South Africa. The roots of this music 
date back to the second half of the 
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later toured in the United States. The 
popularity of Caluza’s recording in 
South Africa led to even more recor- 
dings of Zulu choirs and since 1930 
literally hundreds of South African 
vocal groups have recorded: their 
music. 

In 1939, Solomon Linda’s Evening 
Birds recorded the song ‘“‘Mbube” 
(Lion). This song was later adapted 
by the American folk group, The 
Weavers, as “Wimoweh” and then by 
The Tokens as “The Lion Sleeps 
Tonight.”” The song ‘‘Mbube”’ 
became an instant hit in South Africa 
and the title became synonymous for 
the entire genre of Zulu choral sing- 
ing. Mbube dancing of this period 
was characterized by slow, intricate 
footwork: its choreography, combin- 
ed with the close harmony and deep, 
bass singing; continues as the basis 
for all styles of contemporary Zulu 
choral singing. 

In the 1960's, the isicathamiya (‘to 
walk softly”) style emerged. First 
developed by groups such as the 
Scorpions and the King Star Bro- 
thers, isicathamiya features a faster 
tempo of dance and innovation in the 
vocal harmonizing. Without question, 
it is Ladysmith Black Mambazo who 
have emerged as the leading expo- 


nent of the isicathamiya style. 

Black Mambazo, originally from 
Ladysmith but later based in the 
coastal city of Durban, was formed 
by Joseph Shabalala, 46, in the late 
1960's. Shabalala’s musical career 
actually began earlier, in 1958, when 
he became a member of the Durban 
choir in his home town of Ladysmith. 
In 1960, he relocated in Durban 
where he joined his uncle’s group, 
the Highlanders, while working in a 
cotton factory. In 1965, he organiz- 
ed Ladysmith Balck Mambazo, the 
“black axe from Ladysmith,” the 
choir that .was eventually banned 
from choir competitions (ingoma 
ebusuku) because they always won. 
The group was first recorded for a 
radio program in 1967 and went on 
to make an impressive and often 
brilliant series of albums. 

The current structure of the Mam- 
bazo/Shabalala sound is comprised 
of ten voices: one alto, one tenor, ~ 
seven (count ’em) basses and Sha- 
balala’s melodious lead. Ladysmith 
Black Mambazo’s. concert appea- 
rance in Victoria comes on the final 
leg of an acclaimed North American , 
tour which has left audiences spell- 
bound by the spiritual and musical 
power of its performances.

nineteenth century, when touring 
American minstrel shows became 
one of the most popular forms of 
stage entertainment in urban centres. 
In particular, the tours of American 
Orpheus McAdoo’s Virginia Jubilee 
Singers between 1890 and 1898 © 
were pivotal, sparking an outbreak of 
chorus and quartet singing. Mc- 
Adoo’s tours eventually even reach- 
ed the rural areas where their in- 
fluence was profound. 

After the turn of the century, Reu- 
ben T. Caluza became South Africa’s 
most popular and innovative com- 
poser. Caluza’s Ohlange Choir was 
reknowned for a style which combin- 
ed dance, action and Zulu lyrics, call- 
| ed isikhunzi. In 1930, Caluza’s dou- 
| ble quartet of four men and four

MTHS ON 
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Rhythm of Resistance

ulu choral music from South Africa, 
LZ csr known as mbube or isi- 

cathamiya, is a strong and popular 
musical tradition among the migrant 
workers of South Africa’s industrial cen- 
tres and, to alesser extent, in many rural 
areas. It is a musical tradition which 
reflects the experiences and struggles of 
a working class subject to apartheid op- 
pression, and it is a musical tradition 
which offers affirmation and creative 
resistance to the violence of apartheid. 

Resistance to the exploitation of apar- 
theid has found expression in the Zulu 
choral tradition for decades. As far back 
as the 1920’s, the lyrics of Reuben T. 
Caluza described the conditions and ex- 
periences of the black working class, and 
the conditions forced upon the popula- 
tion by the apartheid system have fre- 
quently been expressed in song since 
that time. 

Themes. focusing on the events and 
conditions created by apartheid have 
often formed a part of the recorded work 
of Ladysmith Black Mambazo, the leading 
exponent of the isicathamiya style. Un- 
thombo Wamanzi, generally acknowledg- 
ed as one of their great recordings, is a 
collection of miners’ songs. More recent- 
ly, lead singer/songwriter/arranger 
Joseph Shabalala, in an interview with 
Rolling Stone magazine, admitted that his 
lyrics for “Homeless”, which he co-wrote 
with Paul Simon, may have clear political 
implications: ‘Strong wind destroy our 
home/Many dead, tonight it could be 
you.” 

Shabalala maintains that as musician, 
his music and lyrics speak for 
themselves. Shabalala’s music addresses 
the plight of apartheid’s victims while not 
speaking directly to government policies. 
Although his apparent reluctance to 
declare a more explicit and public anti- 
apartheid stance has been a source of 
disappointment to some anti-apartheid ac- 
tivists, Shabalala continues to write about 
the effects of apartheid on the daily lives 
of his people rather than openly criticiz- 
ing specific policies of the South African 
government. However, it is also true that 
Black Mambazo participated in a public 
declaration and musical boycott of Johan- 
nesburg’s centenary celebrations, pro- 
mpting a report in England’s New Musical 
Express to observe that this was “the first 
time that well-established and hugely 


popular black and white groups have risk- 
ed the disapproval of ‘the authorities’ and 
the threat of losing’ radio airplay through 
their clear rejection of apartheid.” 
Ladysmith Black Mambazo also appeared 
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two songs to the soundtrack album for 
the film. (Shanachie 43018, 1984).

ustralia’s premier experimental music group, SPK, has, 
A: 1978, been on the leading edge of innovative, 

sensational electronic music. Since the inception of the 
group, the melding of art and science has been a major preoc- 
cupation of Graeme Revell, SPK’s unifying force. Renowned for 
their violent and sexually charged themes and very graphic 
visuals, this group is an ever-changing, evolving force that has 
left an indelible mark on electronic and experimental music. 

The latest album, The Insect Musicians, is true to form, as 
Graeme Revell expands the horizons of music, exploring sounds, 
science and technology. The inspiration for the theme came from 
an ancient oriental tradition in which the sounds made by insects 
hold an intrinsic value. His interest piqued, Graeme embarked 
on a two-year excursion through Europe, Africa, Australia, In- 
donesia and North America to study and record insect sounds. 
His goal was to succeed in reproducing their sounds in a unique 
album that both retained the integrity of the natural sounds and 
reflected his passion for experimental music. 

And succeed he did. By electronically treating the true insect 
sounds, Graeme Revell has managed not only to bring us those 
commonly heard, but also others beyond our natural perception, 
either in pitch (too high), rhythms (too fast), or timbre (too com- 
plex). His fertile imagination has taken this natural theme and, 
with his specialized electronic equipment, has opened whole new 
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prospects for new instruments and new structures of musical 
syntax and semantics. He also notes the affinity between the 
naturally produced sounds and various native or primitve musics. 
Having achieved his objectives, we listeners are the definite 
heneficiaries of his efforts. 

Graeme describes his methodology in an twelve page booklet 
that accompanies the album. In it he details the physiological 
means by which the various insects produce the sounds, and 
the quality and type of this sound. His research included 
audiospectographic analyses which indicated the broad range 
of audible and inaudible insect songs. The technical portion of 
his procedure combines all the aspects of musique concrete, 
electronic music and digital technology — and the blend is ex- 
traordinary. He has risen to the challenge of taking random natural 
sounds and producing music. 

His instrument in this endeavour is the Fairlight CMI, and his 
various techniques include changing pitch, loops, trunkations, 
equilization, and mixing and merging waves. His discovery of the 
mathematical analysis of sound and his resulting experiments 
computing harmonies have opened the possibilities of limitless 


, permutations of sound waves and even greater audio experiences 
i for listeners. The.result of all this research and technology? An 


electrorfic music that remains faithful to the essential nature and 
ethnic location of each insect and is stimulating and thought pro- 
voking for listeners. 

Graeme Revell also outlines a philosophical objective that 
defines his aims and the direction of his music. Far from being 
locked into a technological mindset, he is seeking to elaborate 
a technology that is intrinsically regulated by a knowledge of 
nature and our psychological relationship with it. He is seeking 
technological progress that sustains nature, not operates in- 
dependently. In turning his back on blind industrialism, Graeme 
Revell is opening new hi-tech audio horizons, and this album is 
a definite winner. 

This solid experimental electronic recording is essential listen- 
ing for a very broad audience, but it might not be easy to find. 
CFUV’s program Earmeals will be airing the entire album Thurs- 
day, December 10, at 8:00 p.m. and hosts Brian Lunger and 
Augustin Luviano-Cordero hope you will tune in and experience 
this unique, exciting musical recording.

very high school student hears it 
a at least once a year. It’s 

become a cliche to call it a cliche. 
It usually starts at about grade 9, and 
repeats annually through to graduation. 
As with most cliches, it’s a line that goes 
in one ear and out the other — ‘those 
who fail to learn from history are bound 
to repeat it.” 


* * * * * 


Victoria in 1987 bears a striking 
resemblance to Victoria eighteen years 
ago. After a period of economic stagna- 
tion, real estate development has taken 
off. In 1969, the City was faced with a 
great deal of construction, including a 
number of high-rise development pro- 
posals — buildings up to 38 stories in 
height. In 1987, the projects are dif- 
ferent. We have returned to a 1950's 
staple — strip development. Blanshard 
Street, after years of stagnation, is now 
lined by fast food franchises and mini- 
malls indistinguishable from those in 
Saanich, Vancouver or Mississauga. 


Just as in the early stages of the 
1960’s development boom, there is no 
widespread opposition to what is happen- 
ing. As in the later stages of that earlier 
boom, we may soon experience an anti- 
development backlash. 


Little has been learned from past ex- 
perience. The success of Cadillac- 
Fairview in getting approval for its project 
is the only feature distinguising the Eaton 
Centre debate from the 1970's fight over 
Inner Harbour development. Today’s pro- 
development atmosphere at Victoria Ci- 
ty Hall can’t easily be discerned from that 
of Courtenay Haddock’s day. 


When the inevitable backlash kicks in, 
the predictable ‘‘black-top versus 
greenspace” debates will be heard again. 
In an effort to add a new flavour to the 
debate, here are three myths about Vic- 
toria’s downtown we can afford to forget. 


MYTH 1 Tall buildings are bad. 

One of the staple arguments of any 
anti-development activist is the claim that 
tall buildings will ruin the city. Victoria’s 
pro- and anti-development forces have

regularly. equipped themselves with 
shallow arguments of this sort — 
arguments that obscure the real issues. 
The blight of suburbia-plaza deve- 
lopments on the edge of downtown 
demonstrates that excessive height is on- 
ly one of the many potential causes of 
bad development. 

Problems blamed on highrises often 
have little to do with height and lots to do 
with their bulk, lack of set-back, their col- 
our, access problems, or parking. 

Victorians go downtown because of the 
variety and concentration of activity. It’s 
true that higher density downtown brings 
about inevitable challenges — particular- 
ly the need for mobility in a congested 
area. Crowds cause inconvenience, but 
without high densities, the range of ser- 
vices and activities expected of a 
downtown area simply can’t be 
supported. 

Victoria’s coastal location limits ac- 
cessibility, which in turn limits the densi- 
ty that can be accomodated. However, 
a few well designed high-rises can bring 
much more benefit to the city than the ug- 
ly and inefficient low-rise strip 
developments along Douglas and Blan- 
shard Streets.

MYTH 2 If only there was 


more parking... 


The usual knee-jerk comment of almost 
everyone who spends time downtown is 
that Victoria needs more core-area park- 
ing. Drivers don’t mind endless circling of 
crowded suburban mall parking lots, but 
a few minutes of inching through a 
downtown parkade seems to be too 
much. Parkades cause some unique 
frustrations, especially when you’re stuck 
behind a “waiter” — one of those drivers 
who likes to sit and wait for their favorite 
space in the parkade — no matter how 
long it takes. 

But how often are Victoria’s downtown 
parkades full? Rather than spending 
millions on additional parkades, existing 
parking options could be better advertis- 
ed. Improvements to transit service would 
also be cost-effective, and much more 
could be done to move people around 
within the central area of the city. Con- 
gestion is inevitable in any “freeway-free” 
downtown, but there is much that can be 
done to make getting around easier. 


MYTH 3 The plan’s the thing. 


Whenever controversial downtown 
developments have been proposed, 
critics have spoken of the need for a 
“master plan”, a “development plan”, a 
“community plan’, or an “overall plan’. 
What is often ignored is the irrelevance 
of any plan in the face of poor political 
judgement. 

Victoria may need better plans, but 
thoughtful decision-makers will do more 
to protect and enhance Victoria’s 
downtown than any document, no mat- 
ter how brilliantly written. 

A perfect example is Victoria’s Inner 
Harbour, which has seen several im- 
aginative plans disappear into history, and 
which now has a set of zoning rules that 
present (on paper, at least) a balanced 
approach to development. Lacking the in- 
itiative of community leaders to transform 
plans into reality, the harbour’s black- 
topped parking lots have not been touch- 
ed in four years since the Inner Harbour 
rezoning. 

A plan is no more than a visual depic- 
tion of a set of principles. Unless those 
principles are understood, shared, and 
promoted by City Coucil, they are 
meaningless. 


* * * * * 


Victoria’s downtown has been the vic- 
tim of periods of insensitive development 
followed by irrational and devisive con- 
flict. A black and white, good versus evil 
approach to downtown development 
hasn’t worked. Dispelling a few more 
myths might be a first step.
